hazing at the local institution w as in­ 
dicated last evening when eight Soph­ 
omores, alleged to he guilty of the of- 
j Tense, were notified that 
they 
were 
suspended for the remainder 
of 
the 
year. 
Recently, tw enty tw o Freshmen 
I received forty dem erits 
each 
at the 
I hands of the student council for 
the 
; same offense. 
The present punishment is the out- 
| come of a fracas between members of 
t the two classes one night recently. 
It 
I was the evening of the Freshman ban- 
i quet at Hotel Gettysburg. A fter 
the 
i first year men had 
completed 
their 
j festivities they returned 
to 
college 
only to have several of their number 
taken out by a 
hand of 
Sophomores 
some time later. The banqueters were 
tieing put through their paces 
when 
some upper classm en found out w hat 
i was going on and, 
in order to 
have 
some fun. set up the cry 
“ Freshmen 
out!” 
And the Freshmen din come out by 
the scores, putting to rout the tormen- 
i tors of their fellow classm en and final- 
I ly catching one 
of 
the 
Sophomres 
whom they lieat 
up 
severely, 
it 
is 
said. The others escaped their pursu­ 
ers. 
The student council took up an in- 
! vestigation and finally fixed the blame 
, on twenty two Freshmen to each of 
whom they gave forty 
demerits, 
or 
enough to make their attendance 
on 
1 all duties compulsory for the rest of 
I the year. 
Similar 
punishment 
was 
meted out to eight offending 
Sopho- 
mores who started the affair hut 
the 
faculty did not regard the penalty as 
severe enough, 
and 
accordingly 
or­ 
dered that ail of the eight should ab­ 
sent them selves from the institution 
for the remainder of 
the year. 
The 
news of the sentence came as a sensa­ 
tion at the school and sent all the boys 
home for the F aster recess with som e­ 
thing to think about, while the eight 
suspended 
ones 
will 
have 
several 
months in which to contemplate just 
what has happened.

to try to do aw ay with 
it 
entirely, 
then finding that some means had to 
he adopted to control unruly new men, 
I and now discovering that the authori­ 
ties will not tolerate a continuance of 
the practice.
